John Burns is a typical Englishman of the 
middle class. He is scarcely more than five 
and a half feet tall, but stoutiy built, with 
square, strong shoulders and short, thick 
neck. His manner is abrupt, almost to the 
point of nervousness. Hie hair and beard are 
sprinkled witn white. Shaggy eyebrows over- 
hang dark, restleas eyes. His nose is rather 
long and straight. Taken asa whole, the 
face is impressive and full of character. He 
is an easy conversationalist. He is self-con- 


fident and fond of talking of himself and his 


opinions, He isa workingman and is proud 
of it, but is more proud of being John Burns. 


Doesn’t Like Chicago. 

Mr. Burns was not favorably impressed 
with Chicago. In fact, he found little to com- 
mend and much to criticise. The Art Insti- 
tute, he said, was a magnificent institution, 
of which any city might well be proud, but 
what struck him most of all at that place was 

“policeman at the door, who 


dad impression of Cnicago 
policemen in general. Even the tall buildings 
did not awe or inspire Mr. Burne; he thought 
them ungainly, dangerous, and a menace 
to the future gf the city. A few of them 
might not be a bad idea, but if the time ever 
came when the city was filled with tiem the 
streets would suffer for want of tand the 
buildmings themselves for want of ventilation. 
He didn’t waste any timeon the boulevards 
or parks; he wanted to see the sections in 
which the working people lived and where the 
commerce of the city was conducted. His 
criticigm of the condition of the streets, pave- 
ments, sewers, public buildings, and munici- 
pal matters in general was severe to the ex- 
treme. He admitted that the city might have 
some good points—in fact, he was sure it had, 
but, to sum it all up in a word, he said: 

“Chicago isa city of extremes and para- 
doxes,”’ 

He had little to say about labor questions 
or labor organizations. He drew compari- 
sons between London and Chicago and labor 
organization there and here. He said the 
greatest achievement of organized labor in 
England was the practical extermination of 
the contract system’ in public work. Labor 
organizations in London, he said, had suc. 
ceeded in showing the authorities that better 
results could be obtained by the direct em- 
ploymient of labor by the municipal author. 
ities in all kinds of public work, such as street 
and sewer building and all things incident to 
the care of the sanitary conditions of a great 
city. 


Labor and Politics. 


“Labor organizations in London had little 
todo with polities, and that only in an inci- 
dental way. The introduction of politics into 
labor unions would soon disrupt them,“ he 
said. He suggested that Chicago should send 
a committee of intelligent citizens to London, 
Glasgow, Paris, and other cities, to inspect 
the condition of streets and the system em- 
ployed in public works. It should first abol- 
ish the contract system and then the city 
should hire competent men and give them the 
authority and money to build streets worthy 
of the name. He thought it would cost the 
city at least three times as much tw keep the 
streets in repair, in their present condition, 
for ten years, as it would to put in a system 
of paving that would be practically inde. 
structible, 

The construction of streets and pavements 
is Mr. Burne’ particular hobby. 

It is impossible,“ he said, for a London- 


or, who is used to the uniformjexcelience and 


cleanliness of streets, to speak with anything 
but utter disgust with what one witnesses here. 
There is evident mismanagement, defective 


‘workmanship, and inferior material in every- 


thing. The condition could not be equaled in 
any city in the old country. The ease and 
convenience that should accrue from the width 
of the streets have been utterly nulified by the 
way which the elevated railway companies 
and street car companies have taken up 
the streets. A walk through them is a 
pilgrimage of affliction rather than a 
Worse than this, if pos- 
sible, is the scandalous condition in which 


the streets are kept. There is filth, dust, and 


garbage everywhere, The streets have evi- 
dently not been properly cleaned for weeks, 
and with the present condition of the paving 
it would be almost impossible to keep them 
clean. Even the heavy traffic streets in Lon- 
don are as smooth and as clean as skating 
rinks, 


Horrified ia Some Quarters, 2 


“T was horrified at the condition of the 
Italian and Jewish quarters,” he continued.

UTES OUT IN UTAH MAY BB KILLED. 


Trouble in the San Juan Country Likely to 
Become Serious, 

Sarr Lan, Utah, Dee. 7.— [Spe- 
cial.]J—There is titfle doubt serious trouble 
will result before the present Indian troubles 
in the San Juan country are over. The peo- 
ple of Utah have fought Indians before, are 
perfectly able to do so again, and will do so if 
necessary. As long as the Indians are peace- 
able no trouble will follow, but reports re- 
ceived here are anything but reasuring that 
that such is the case. Gov. West left this even- 
ing for the scene of the troubles. P 

Granp Juncrion, Colo., Dec. '7.—Dispatches 
received here today announce that eleven 
boxes of arms and amniunition have been re- 
ceived at Thompsons, Utah, sixty miles west 
of here, shipped by Gov. West of Utah, The 
setjlers are arriving and propose to move 
against the Indians in San Juan Country and 
drive them back over the Colorado line. 

Denver, Colo., Dec. 7.— [Special. I—Lieut.- 
Col. Lawton, Inspector General of the De- 
partment of the Colorado, left last evening 


for Durango, where he will meet Indian 


Agent Dave Day and proceed to the point in 
Utah where Ignacio and his Indians are 
camped. Capt. Williams, Agent of the 
Navajoes, has been directed by selegraph to 
make an overland journey from Fort De- 
fiance, Ari., and report upon the attitude of 
300 Navajoes who are said to be 
preparing to spend the winter in thé sunny 
valleys of Utah. Col. Lawton will report on 
the actual state of affairs to Gen. McCook, 
and the General will then decide whether to 
send troops to protect the Indians. It is the 
feeling at army headquarters that the Indians 
have up the Pittsburg Cattle company, 
and the company is endeavoring to arouse the 
people to fight the battles of a private corpo- 
ration. ‘“ The Indians,” said Adjutant-Gen- 
eral Ward yesterday, “are as peaceable as 
lambs, and have simply gone into a 

where their forefathers lived and 


pany claims the privilege of grazing its cattle 
along the streams, although the land is gov- 
ernment land, and belongs no more to the 
cattleshen than to the Indians. The Utes say 
they t to Utah to give their cattle a drink, 
and I see no harm to anybody in the move- 
ment.“ There is a feeling here that if Gov. 
West intends to arm settlers and cowboys to 
drive out the Utes, there will be serious 
trouble. 

Wasutveror, D. C., Dec. '7.—The Secretary 
of the Interior has directed Gen. Day of the 
Southern Ute Agency in Colorado to proceed 
to the section of Utah invaded by the Colora- 
do Utes and endeavor to persuade them to re- 
turn to their reservation. He will leave 
tomorrow for the scene of the 
trouble, which rT. thirty hours’ 
ride from the agency. There are 
several hundred of the dissatisfied Indians 
now in Utah and the effort to induce them to 
go back to their Colorado home is expected 
to prove a difficult matter. The Commis- 
sioner of Indian Affairs received today an 
official report of theinvasion. It consists of 
a detailed account of the journey of the Utes 
to San Juan County and vicinity, across the 
border line of Colorado, and the trouble with 
the peaple there, but does not differ from the 
reports already made public,

Finding it was neces- 
sary to work for a living, little Mary Fraker, 
as the name might have been, donned 
male apparel and launched out 
upon the world. All this will 
be brought out, the defense claims, 
when it has its innmgs. A number of wit- 
nesses were examined and they madea strong 
showing for the plaintiff, Dr. J. M. Allen of 
Liberty testified that he knew Dr. Fraker well 
and knew that he wasa man. This statement 
seemed to please the plaintiff’s attorneys 
greatly, as the question of sex has often been 
raised. Dr. Allen said that Fraker hada 
good practice and his income was probably 
between $4,000 and $5,000.

Contested election cases form the basis of a 
proposition introduced in the House today by 
Representative McUali, who wants the courts 
t@take charge of such matters and decide 
them in advance of Congressional action. 


Provision is made in this bill whereby special 


terms of United States Courts shall be held if 
necessary to consider the question of con- 
tested elections to the end that a decision may 
be reached before the first assembling of the 
Congress to which the contest relates. Clerks 
of the various courts will be required to trans- 
mit the result of the decisions to the Clerk of 
the House of Representatives. If the decision 
is in favor of the contestee his name will be 
permitted to remain on the roll of the House, 
but if the contestant secures the verdict his 
name willbe placed upon the rollof the 
House of Representatives until that body 
orders otherwise. He shall have all the rights 
and privileges of a member of the House, but 
must serve without compensation until 
it is decided finally by the House whether he 
is entitled to the seat or not. Nothing in the 
act, however, shall be construed to restrict or 
impair the right of the House of Representa- 
tives to judgeof the election returns and 
qualifications of its members.

The animal was almost as obedient 
to the commands of Jordan, who, the police 
say,isone of the few men in the neighbor- 
ood who could safely venture around the 
premises late at night. When the police 
started their investigations yesterday. morn- 
ing they found the animal in an ugly humor 
and were at first inclined to shoot it. They 
finally succeeded in driving it into a closet in 
the janitor’s flat, where it was kept locked up 
the rest of the day. 

Inspector Hunt has already commenced a 
full investigation of Policeman Northquist’s 
story. He was not inclined to believe that 
any woman had taken an active part in the 
killing, which, in his opinion, took — early 
Thursday night. Policeman Luke Burns, who 
was on the patrol wagon which carried the 
box and its contents to the Woodlawn Station 
says that he saw a few hairs around oneof the 
man’s hands, but they were loose.

BARNES HAD A PECULIAR CAREER. 


Coroner’s Inquest Shows He Was a Much- 
Married Man. 

Only two witnesses had been examined at 
the Coroner’s inquest when an adjournment 
was taken until next Tuesday morning. This 
was done atthe request of Inspector Hunt. 
While there was nothing in the evidence that 
threw any great amountof light upon the 
crime or as to who dealt the fatal blows there 
was a good deal told that was of interest re- 
garding the life and character of the mur- 
dered man. 

He was a queer fellow and was known 
many as Crazy Barnes. His trade was 
that of a locksmith, but he seems to have 
been a versatile fellow, not altogether scrupu- 
lous, and ready to turn his hand to any trade 
or business. e had the “ gift of gab,“ said 
one man who knew him well, but was some- 
what flighty in his manner of doing business.

His Diverce, Remarriage, and Removals, 
His Brother and His Arresta. 

Andrew Hamilton, a hardware merchant of 
No. 243 Forty-third street, said he had known 
Barnes for the last twelve or fifteen years. 
„From what he told me, said Mr. Hamil- 
ton. be served a term in the Indiana State’s 
Prison before he came to Chicago.

HE TELLS OF THE SACKING OF HAD. 


Another Story of the Armenian Massacre 
from an Eye- Witness. 

Aruens, Dec. '7.—A further story of out- 
rage by Turks has been told here by an eye- 
witness of the occurrence. An Armenian 
has just arrived in this city from Had. 
jin, an Armenian town from which 
place he escaped shortly after the outrage 
was perpetrated. Hadjin is, or rather was, a 
town of 1,200 wooden houses, situated near 
Marash. The refugee stated that the night of | 
Oct. 28 four Turkish officers and two gen- 
darmes set fire to the town, using 
petroleum to cause the more rapid 
spread of the flames. An Armenian named 
Merdakian Garabed, with his mother, wit- 
nessed the incendiaries at their work and 
cried for help. A Turkish official, who was 
appealed to to send aid to extinguish the fire 
refused to permit any assistance. Garabed 
was seized by order of the officials and thrown 
into prison. Three days later Garabed was 
killed and his body was thrown into the ruins 
of his burned house. Two refugees have aleo 
arrived here from Zeitun. They state Turk- 
ish troops seized Archbishop Nigohos, in the 
Monastery of Fournout, near Zeitun, together 
with eleven residents of the Village of Zeitun. 
All the prisoners were taken in chains to 
Smyrna eleven days ago. „ Their fate is un- 
known, 


Much Talk of Peace Is Going on at Shang- 
hai. 

Suanenat, Dec, 5.—[Special Cable to New 
York Herald.|—Everywhere there is talk of 
peace, although it is certain that it will not 
be formulated on the conditions offered by 
China.

Gourko, the Gorernor of Warsaw, Tuesday 
received a telegram from the Russian Minis- 
ter of the Interior conveying to him an order 
of the Czar not to interfere with the affairs 
of the Catholic clergy or to impose any or- 
ders upon them. The dispatch adds that Gen. 
Gourko tendered his resignation Dec. 1 and 
that the Governor-General of Odessa, 
kin, has been designated to succeed him. 


BRITISH STEAMERS WILL BE ARMED. 


Nagal Reserve Vessels of the Canadian 
Oriental Line to Carry Guns. 

Vancouver, B. C., Dec. '7.—There is no truth 
in the rumor that the naval reserve steamers 
of the Canadian and Oriental line are to be 
taken off the route and mounted, ready for 
action. Supt. Abbott of the Canadian 
Pacific line stoutly denies the statement. It 
seems grounds for the rumor were obtained 
from the first officer of the steamer Empress 
of China, now in port. It was said while in 
Hongkong they were insbected and notified 
that on their return they would be mounted 
with three guns, as well as their sister ships 
and that guns would be permanently carri 
by them hereafter, with the necessary gun- 
ners to manipulate the guns if called upon. 
The action, though hastened by the hostilities 
in the East, is mot entirely the cause of the 
orders being issued. 


MEXICAN COLONEL IS ASSASSINATED. 


Guatemalan Guerrillas Have Battles with 
Mexican Troops. 

Mexico Crry, Dec. 7.—Thg latest reports 
from the Guatemalan frontier are of a more 
serious character than any which have reached 
this capital. It is claimed assassination has 
been made by theGuatemalans of a Mexican 
Colonel, member of the staff of Gen. Lullane, 
and from unofficial sources it is reported that 
a company of the Nineteenth Battalion of the 
Mexican forces have had two skirmishes 
with a force of 400 Guatemalan guer- 
rilas. The first assault on the Mexican 
troops was a harmless skirmish, but the sec- 
ond resulted in two Mexican soldiers being 
kilied. The Guatemalans retreated hastily, 
and it is not &nown that they suffered any 
material damage. This particular body of 
mounted Guatemalans is reported as still 
hovering about the vicinity of the Mexican 
troops, but itis believed that after making 
the attack they retired to the Guatemalan 
side of the international line. Should official 
information confirm these reports it is hignly 
probable the Mexican Government will at 
once demand reparation in a satisfactory 
manner of the outrage.

who was a diplomatist. In 1820 he was ap- 

inted attaché to the French Consulate at 

isbon. Then, after being en in the 
commercial department of the Committee on 
Foreign Affairs, he was in 1828 made at- 
taché to the Consul-Generai at Tunis, and in 
1881 Consul to Alexandria, In his thirty- 
fifth year he became Consul at Rotterdam, 
and negotiated in behalf of French commerce 
with the Spanish Government. same 
— he was. transferred to the Consulate at 

arcefona. In 1844 he returned to Alexan- 
dria, but was speedily reappointed to Barce- 
lona. In the last days of reign of Louis 
Philippe,.after the revolution, he returned to 
Paris, and was at once sent to represent 
France at Rome. 

Notwithstanding his brilliant success as a 
diplomate, De Lesseps then abandoned the 
profession and devoted himself to the work of 
a civil engineer, at which he was destined to 
achieve his greatest fame. All hie perform- 
ances in thig profession are completely over- 
shadowed by the conception and realization 
of his scheme for uniting the Mediterranean 
Sea and Red Sea by the Suez Canal, which he 
developed in his 50th year. After unremit- 
ting toil for many years he obtained a firman 
from Said Pasha in 1854, and, enlisting 
French and English capitalist? in the enter- 

rise, undertook the work. The Viceroy of 

ypt granted a concession in 1856. The 
practicability of the project was questioned 
by many of the most eminent engineers in 
the womd. He was especially riaiculed by 
those in England. The work was actual! 
commenced in 1859, and soon command 
the attention of various governments, which, 
when its success was assured, subscribed to it 
with liberality. The subscription of Turkey, 
however, which was construed as an attempt 
to strengthen the Porte in Egypt, was resist- 
ed by the other wers, and especially by 
Great Britain and France. These complica- 
tions even forced the suspension of the work 
until they had been submitted to arbitranon 
and satisfactorily adjusted. 


Canal Is Opened. 


A pa eway through the canal of suffi- 
cient depth to admit small vessels was 
— Aug. 15, 1865, and by degrees the 
channel was deepened and enlarged so that 


small ships and schooners were enabled to 


in rch, 1867. The waters of the 
editerranean mingled with those of the Red 
. 15, 1869, and the formal opening 
of the canal was celebrated with great pomp 
and rejoicing at Suez, Representatives of 
all the principal governments of Europe were 
resent and a grand provessional fleet of 
orty vessels made the passage from Port 
Said to Ismailie. The business of the canal 
has rapidly grown from that day. In 1885 
no less than 3,624 vessels passed through it, 
the gross receipts were $12,009,990, the 
shareholders were paid a dividend of 17.08 
per cent after the sinking fund had been pro- 
vided for, and the tonnege that passed 
through amounted to 8,985,411 tons. 

The idea of piercing the Cordilleras and 
uniting the waters of the Atlantic Ocean with 
the Pacific Ocean by the Panama Canal, from 
Limon to Panama, whic occu cen- 
turies before to the Spaniards, who discovered 
the country, took possession of the mind of 
De Lesseps in 1875. In 1879 he assembled 
a congress in the low countries to consider the 
feasibility of the scheme. Taking warning 
by the history of the Suez enterprise, no one 
dared to oppose De Lessepsin his new venture. 
The congress discussed many different routes 
and fora long time was unable to decide be- 
tween the Panama route and the Nicaragua 
route. But at last, for thé reason that the 
Nicaragua route involved locks, which some 
day would be wrecked by earthquakes, the 
congress unanimously indorsed the plans of 
De ——— tor a Panama Canal. 


Panama Financial Crash, 


The company which De Lesseps formed to 
execute this work was called La Compagnie 
Universelle du Canal Interoceanique de Pan- 
ema.”’ The first prospectus, inviting sub- 
scriptions for 800,000 shares of stock at 
$100 each, making a 8 of 880. 
000,000, was issued duly 28, 1879. The 
shares were not taken up, but in November, 
1880, a second pro tus was issued for 
600,000 shares; and then upward of 1.200, 
000 shares were applied for by 102,230 sub- 
scribers. So that the company was consti- 
tuted with a capital of $60,000,000, in 600, 
000 shares at $100 each, which was paid u 
in full, Afterward the company contract 
six loans, mostly at 3 per cent, though taken 
at a large discount, so that the total amount 
of obligation in 1887 was $269.505,500, 
The total cost of the work .was estimated in 
1880 to be $168,740,000. But the actual

CITY TO PAY THE GAS COMPANIES. 


Judgment for $190,000 Win Bear 6 Per 
N Cent Interest. 

A. M. Billings, President of the Chicago 
gas companies, will receive the money due 
him from the city for gas in accordance with 
adecree of the court in 1885, in which a 
judgment for about $190,000 was entered 
against the city. The matter came up yester- 
day before Judge Payne by agreement be- 
tween the city authorities and Mr. Billings. 
The question submitted to the court was as to 
what the rate of interest should be from this 
time until the decree is satisfied by the city.

The New Serum Treatment “Is 
Praised by Dr. Kinyoun, 
Wasurseror, D. C., Dec. 7.—Of particular 
interest at this time is a report made to Sur- 
geon-General Wyman by Dr. J. J. Kinyoun, 
the Marine Hospital surgeon who, at the in- 
vitation of Prof. Roux, investigated the 
methods employed at the Pasteur institution, 
Paris, in the preparation of the new cure for 
diphtheria. Dr. Kinyoun says that after 
spending a month at the institute he had seen 
sufficient to enable him to form an intelli- 
t estimate of the value of the discovery. 
There is, he says, still more to be said in 
its favor than was claimed for it by Prof. 
Roux. In the experiments of Prof. Roux 
and Dr. Martin animals of all kinds 
were used to secure the serum, but now they 
use the horse, as it has been found to 
be the most satisfactory. It stands the proc- 
ess of immunization better and gives a serum 
stronger thaa any other larger animals. 
the whole number of cases which came under 
Dr. Kinyoun’s observation (eighty-two) three 
died, about 4 percent. The statistics show 
that there has been a gradual dimination of 
mortality since last May. The report, con- 
tinuing, says: The efficacy of the serum is 
better shown in the tracheotomies than in all 
others. The mortality under the usual di- 
tions has been from 1889 to 1894 something 
frightful to contemplate; fully 85 r cent 
of the little patients have succumbed. Since 
the commencement of the serum treatment 
the death rate has been lowered to less than 
47 per cent, and the cases upon which trache- 
otomy must be performed are fewer and fewer. 
Ano fact worthy of note is that there are 
seldom any film applications in diphtheria that 
were formerly present. Diphtherie paralysis 
is rare, pheumonias are less frequent, and 
although alouminaria exists in nearly every 
case Ms several days duration fatal cases of 
nephritis are. gradually becoming leas fre- 
quent.

In consequence of the dissolution of the 
Chicago and Milwaukee Brewers’ Associstion, 
an account of which was published in Tus 
Trrsune yesterday, all sorts of rumors are 
afloat in the beer trade. It is asserted on one 
hand the reported dissolution is only a bluff 
on the part of the association to prevent its 


customers going over to the independent 


breweries, On the other hand it is said the as- 
sociation has disbanded, with the idea of for- 
cing some of the weaker members to the wall, 
when a new association will be formed. An- 
other story is that the old association actually 
dissolved, but immediately after. taking such 
action forty-five of its forty-six members 
signed what is known as the new agreement. 

That the old association really did vote it- 
self out of existence at Thursday’s meeting 
séems to be the fact. Ana if it did not 


‘reorganize it is generally conceded in the 


brewing trade such a step will be taken seoner 
or later. One brewer said positivey the new 
agreement. which provides a penalty of $5 a 
barrel, the present schedule price of beer, for 
selling to another member's customer, was 
signed by forty-five com panies at Thursiay’s 
reeeting. This penalty is not to be paid on 
each barrel as sold, but must be deposited for 
a year in advance, the amount being based on 
the sales of the previous year. Another man, 
with every facility for knowing what took 
place at the meeting, said no agreement was 
signed, and all the breweries were now run- 
ning independently. There were, he said, 
sixteen or seventeen signatures attached to 
the new agreement several weeks ugo, but un- 
less these could be considered as binding 
there was no contract in force at the present 


time. 


Does Not Believe in Dissolution. 


John S. Cooke, President of the Cooke 
Bre company, which withdrew from the 
association two weeks „was asked what he 
thought would be the effect of the dissolution 
on the trade. Mr. Cooke laughed and said he 
didn’t believe there had been a dissolution. 
„They daren’t do it,“ he said; they haven't 
pluck enough.” 

Mr. Cooke said, too, the charges that con- 
tracts had been made for $3.50 a burrel were 
aimed at him. He said he had never made 
such contracts. After he withdrew from the 
association he sold beer to anybody who 
wanted to buy. Hesoon discovered certain 
saloonkeepers were using him as a club to 
beat down the prices of the com bine, the latter 
bemg willing to sell ata loss to get the trade 
away from Cooke. To prevent this use of 
his independent position Mr. Cooke had 
form of contract made, which new custome 
ha ve to sign, agreeing to buy beer from him 
for one year at the market price. 

Mr. Cooke denies there was anything illegal 
or criminal in the agreement he urged the 
association to adopt. Following isa copy of 
the document submitted to the members, 
which is now made public for the first time:

YEARLY REPORT SHOWS POOR BUSINESS 


Brewing and Malting Stockholders Told 
Why No Common Dividend Is Earned. 
The fifth annual airectors’ report of the 

Chicago Brewing and Malting company was 

made public yesterday. It is for the fiscal 

year ending Sept. 30. It will not prove 
pleasant reading to the stockholders. The 
dividend on the preferred stock was barely 
earned and there 1s nothing at all for ‘com- 
mon stockholders. The profits from the va- 
rious breweries and mait houses after charg- 
ing material, wages, revenue stamps, and 
general expenses, except repairs and depre- 

ciation, were only $724,263, against 51.279, 

735 for the year ending Sept. 30, 1 . The 

report, as has been the case with most of the 

previous ones, expresses the sorrow of the 
directors that such an unsatisfactory showing 
must be made, but holde out no strong hopes 
of any sharp change for the better. re- 

port says: f 
Business in the United States during the last 

year has been in a very depressed state, and the 

panics of the earlier part of the company's finan- 
cial year, which were referred to at the general 
meet: in December last, Culminated in the 
stop e of numerous manufactories, etc., whose 
employés were consequently thrown ont of work.

$10,865 to be carried forward in America to next 
account. 

Total sales were 406,576 barrels, a de- 
crease of 66,375, or about 14 per cent. The 
report says the number ot barrels sold during 
the last year is still 44,021 more than in the 
highest year quoted in the prospectus, but it 
does not explain why the net resuits have 
beea so far beiow the 16 percent dividends 
which the prospectus promised common stock- 
holders. American company deciared 
£51,328 dividends to the English company. 
The expenses of the Engiih company tur- 
ther uced that sum to £48,527. The div. 
idend on the preferred stock absor bed £50,000 
and the deficit was made up from a surplus 
of £3,777 brought forward from last year. 
The profit and loss account of the American 
company shows $64,039 charged to repairs, 

inst $91,517 last year. The depreciation 
charges remain practically the same, being 
$27,389, against $23,760. Head office ex- 
uses have been reduced from $35,757 to 
22,243. The net profit balance carried 
down by the American company is $260,865, 
against $728,349 last year. 

Expenses have also been reduced slightly in 
London. Directors’ fees arg cut down from 
42,000 to 41.250. Directors traveling ex- 
expenses ure reduced from £200 to 4100 and 
the expenses of Chicago agents are cut down 
from £578 to £320. The dividends received 
by the London company.from the American 
company are almost exactly half what they 
were last year. This year they were £51,328, 
last year ther were £102,662. 


AIDS THE NEEDY SOHOOL OHILDREN. 


Society Which Does a Great Deal of Ac- 
taal Good, 


The Scheel Chitdven’e Aid Society, which + 


for years had its headquarters and depot in 
the Kinzie School, on the North Side, moved 
them in the latter part of last winter to the 
High School ia West Monroe street, It oc- 
cupied at first rather inconvenient quarters 
on the first floor, but moved ten days ago 
into a fine room on the third floor which had 
been fitted up by the Board of Hducation ex- 
pressly for its use. Yesterday the second 
weekly * bundie-making” of the society in 
these new quarters was held. Clothing for 
300 destitute children was tied up in bundles, 
to be delivered duri the succeeding week 
by the wagons of the Board of Education. 
The School Children’s Aid Society was orig- 
inated by Mrs. Judge M. F. Tuley in 1889. 
But it is. in fact. only a committee of the 
Womfin’s club, to which it reports and under 
the auspices of which it does all its work. Its 


officers are: 
Mrs. H. T. Vollmer, Treasurer; and Miss 
Grace Temple, Secretary. The committee 
is made up of two names from each of the 
standing committees of the club, as follows: 
Education, Mrs. Smythe and Mrs. Vollmer; 
Philanthrophy, Mrs. Dainty and Mrs, Whit- 
ney; Art, Mrs. Baker and Miss Hutchinson; 
Philosophy, Mrs. Burnkam and Mrs. vis ; 
Home, Mrs. Corby and Miss Tyler; Reform, 
Miss Temple and Mrs. Heile. 

The object of the society is to supply in- 
digent school children with clothing. At first 
the effort was to collect and distribute second- 
hand clothing. But this work was regarded 
as unsanitary and dangerous, and according- 
ly, for the last two years, by direction of the 

dard of Education, none but new clothi 
has been distributed. That is to say, suc 
clothing is no longer distributed by the so- 
ciety proper. But it is sent to Mrs. Smythe 
and Mrs. Heile, members of the Woman's 
club, in Lake View, and by them distributed 
among needy schoo! children. 

The distribution of clothing by the society 
is effected by means of requisitions. These 
are made out by the principals of the schools, 
and contain a descriptive list showing exactly 
the garments needed and the names of the 
pupiis for whom each piece respectively is 
wanted. requisitions are sent to head- 

uurters, and are opened only once a week, 

riday morning. A detail of the women 
meets there at the same time and fills the 
requisitions out of the stores on the shelves. 
A youag man who does up the supplies in 
bundles is the only person whois paid for 
labor in connection with the society. 

Last year the society distributed between 
$8,000 and $9,000 worth of clothing to 
4,200 needy schooi children, who, but for the 
assistance, would have been unabie to attend 
the public schools, The money hitherto has 
been collected in the schools Thanksgiving 
day, and donated by private individuais. But 
this year the amount has sadly decreased. 
The society is specially bemoaning the loss of 
one hitherto steady contributor. When the 
society was first organized it received $1,000 
from an unknown friend through Judge 
Tuley. Every subsequent year the same 
friend sent $500 by various channels until 
this year. 

The society therefore has been compelled 
to resort to a new pian for the collection of 
funds, This consists in distributing in pub- 
lic places through the city contribution boxes 
resembling the globe-shaped boxes used by 
the Daily News Sanitarium. The two kinds 
of boxes, however, are not to be confounded, 
as the Daily News boxes are only used in the 
summer, and the society’s boxes only in the 
winter. The society put up 400 boxes Oct. 
15 and they are just now being opened for 
the first time.

Memoirs of a Court Lady. 

“The Memoirs of the Duchesse de Gontaut, 
Gouvernante to the Children of France Dur. 
ing the Restoration, 1773-1836," written 
when Mme, de Gontaut was 80 years old, and 
covering almost fifty years of French history, 
is translated by Mra. J. H. Davis and brought 
out in two volumes, illustrated with 
thirteen portraits in photogravure, 
Mme. de Gontaut reveals herseif 
asan amiable, chatty, and irrepressibly di- 
gressive old lady, whose long life has been 
speat in the atmosphere of courts and who has 
always entertained a devout reverence for the 
“divinity that doth hedge about a King.” 
The daughter of a French nobleman who had 
superintended tha education of the 7 
brethren reigning over France as Louis XVI 
Louis XVIII., ad Charles X., and - 
daughter to the second of those monar 
Comte de Proveace when he held Mlle. de 
Mantault-Navailles, over the baptismal font 
of the Chapel Royal at Versajlies—she was 
brought up until her twelfth year with the 
„Children of France.“ Orleans as well as 
Bourbon. They all esteemed her so highly 
that, after the Restoration of 1815 she was 
appointed to more than one office of trust in 
the royal household, and eventually become 
“gouvernante”’ to the son and daughter of 
the Duke and Duchess of Berry. that is, to the 
rightful heirs to the French throne. 

here are many liveiy anecdotes in these 
memoirs, but the one most interesti to 
Americans contains the name of Robert Ful 
eon of steamboat fame. He became ac 
quainted with Mme, de Gontaut when she 
was making a dangerous visit to France on 
— affairs. When on ber arrival she was 
pia under arrest, suspected of being an- 
other rseon, Robert Fuiton tried to be 
friend her. reports one of their conver- 
sations in the following terms: 

Having discovered by some means or other 
that my condition was growing worse that 
they were planning to send me to Paris under ar- 
rest, he invented a hundred ways of assisting me 
to escape.

TOO MUCH POWER TO BE GRANTED. 

The bill to legalize. railroad pooling now 
under in the House provides 
that it shall Be lawful for roads to enter into 
an t which becomes lawful and en- 
forceable between the parties at the expira- 
tion of twenty days from the time it is made, 
unless the Inter-State Commission makes an 
order in the meantime disapproving of it. It 
is the duty of the commission to make such 
satisfied that the operation of 
any such cont will result in unreasonable 
rates. un just discriminatiocs, or inferior ser v. 
jee to the public. 
Werse this bill to pass the trunk lines be- 
tween this city and New York,-for instance, 
would draw up an agreement for a pool, in- 
cluding of course an advance in rates, with 
the expectation that that contract being backed 
by the power of the law would be enforced, 
and there would be no cutting of rates by any 
of the parties to the pool. The roads would 


| submit this agreement to the commission, 


confident that it would not be disallowed by 
that body. 

The commission could refuse to grant its 
consent.. No one dreams fora moment that 
it would refuse. It would not stand up fera 
minute against the pressure brought to bear 
upon the members. Several hundreds of 
millions of .associated capital would be on 
one side ahd five weak men on the other. 
They would notdisapprove the contract before 
it went into effect, 

But the bill provides that if the Commis- 
sioners allow the agreement to go into force 
and find out afterwards that it works badly 
that the rates are excessive or that discrimina- 
tions are being practiced, it shall have power 
to order the making of such changes as shall 
remove the evils complained of or if deemed 
necessary may abrogate the original agree- 
ment, 

They never will find out that anything is 
wrong. It will be found impossible to convince 
five weak men when any rates are unreasonable, 
when the combined and confederuted roads 
bend all their energies towards proving to the 


“° | Commissioners that the tates charged are 


really quite reasonable, as they will enable 
the roads to pay only a small 5 per cent divi- 
dend on their stock. Most of that stock has 
no value and never should pay a dividend, but 


the Commissioners will pay no attention to 


that. 55 5 
The power it is proposed to give the Com- 
missioners would be used in the hands of bad, 
unscrupulous men to fleece the railroads and 
the public, In the hands of weak men who 
would fall under the control of the railroads 
that power would be used for the oppression

lates rates to a great extent. It is proposed 
to do away with competition and let five men 
take its place. Five men are to decide in the 
first instance what shall be reasonable rail- 
road charges where roads wish to pool. This 
Where are the five 
men in the United States who have the know!- 
edge and the firmness to exercise intelligently 
and wisely the vast powers it is proposed to 
bestow on the commission? 

If this bill passes, these inter-State Com mis- 
sionerships will become the most valuable and 
desirable offloes in the gift of the President. 
They will be more sought after than a Secre- 
| taryship or a first-class foreign mission, for 
the Vanderbilts and the other railroad mag- 
nates will be the obsequious followers of 


| these Commissionets. The former, eager to 


add tens of millions to their yearly earnings, 
will not be lacking in attentions and promises 
to the men who can give them those millions. 
If a majority of the Commissioners are Dem- 
ocrate these railroad men will be ready to 
agree to throw their influence for that party 
and to swell its campaign fund. 

It is provided by the bill that there shall be 
an appeal to the courts from the decisious of 
the commission. But the roads never will 
have to appeal. There will be no findings 
that they Gan complain of. The sweet privi- 
lege of costly and slow litigation will be left 
to the people. They can go into court if they 
want to and spend their money on lawyers. 

The people want competition to remain and 
do its wholesome work. They do not want 
to see substituted for it a board which organ- 
ized railroads will boss. The people of IIIi- 
nois would like to hear from their Republican 
Congressmien on this subject, They want 
those of them who are against competition 
and for higher railroad rates to stand up and 
be counted. 


PROPOSED RAILROAD POOLING. 

The principal arguments advanced by the 
railroad lobbyists at Washington as reasons 
why the railroads should be permitted to pool 
are stated to be as follows: Unjust discrimi- 
nation is practiced by the carrying companies 
and it is more flagrant than formerly because 
more secret, Under the present law heavy 
shippers are constantly getting the benefit of 
rebates at the expense of small shippers, who 
invariably are charged the advertised rates, 
and the railroads enter into secret combina- 
tions which be prevented under the 
present law. * To legalize pooling with proper 
restrictions would prevent rate wars and se- 
cret trusts, result in uniformity in rates, and 
0 7 the principal motive to violate the 

. 

Put in plain language, the case may be 
stated as follows: Before the pussage of the 
inter-State commerce law the railroads had 
the public at their mercy. They charged 
nearly what they pleased, the only limit to 
their rapacity being that imposed by prac- 
ticability. They discriminated violently and 
grossly, not only in favor of big shippers as 
against the little fellows, but in favor of one 
place as against another and even between 


rival interests, very much of this being done 


because certain officials got a share of the 
proceeds, ‘The law was passed, and a com. 
mission appointed to act under it, the prin- 
cipal object being to prevent these odious 
discriminations ior the future. Some of the 
more glaring features of the discriminations 
were abated. Things have not been so out- 
rageously bad as before, But the railroad 
managers ha ve found means to evade the opera- 
tion of the law as a Wwnole. Practically they 
say they cannot and will not obey it, and so it 
is proposed at their instigation to give them a 
law under which they can rob the public as 
they used to do without fear of being brought 
up before a court of justice for their mis- 
deeds, This ie very much the. same as if a 
merchant or combination of merchants in 
any other line of business than that of com- 
mon should allege inability to make a 
without being allowed to 
cheat, to rob one set of customers for the

common carriers, to treat all their customers 
on the same terms. Then they would not en- 
courage their underlings to cut rates to one 
man or set of men, and this would mean that 
rates would not be cut at all below fair fig. 
ures, since it is notorious that abodt every 
case of open rate cutting is but a sequel to 
and a consequence of the discovery 
that the cut has been practiced se- 
cretly for. the benefit of a few as 
against the many. 
punishing a shipper for getting the best 
terms he can obtain from a railroad, unless 
as it may be proved that he has been guilty of 
bribery in the case, Equally is it idle to sup- 
pose that a railroad can be kept straight 
by providing for the punishment of its in- 
ferior officers in case of conviction when the 
supposed culprits are acting in deference to 
the wishes of their superiors and know well 
thatany punishment which may be inflicted 
will be compensated for by their superiors. 
Provisions for this are the grave defects of 


the present law, and they odght to be changed, 


but not hy passmga law that will favor the 
commission of greater outrages on the people 
who have freight to be transported by rail. If 
the treasury of the carrymg company were 
held responsible for unjust discrimination 
the company would have a vite interest in 
preventing it, it. 


WHY THEY WANT TO POOL, 

The leading reason why the railroad mana- 
gers are asking permission to pool their 
issues”’ can be easily understood by those 
who are familiar with the history of railroad 
building in this country. The old-fashioned 
method, which was the rule previous to the 
War of the Rebellion, was to issue stock, sell 
that, and build the line with the proceeds. 
The bond business was rarely heard of. It 
cropped out about a third of a century ago with 
the proposition to construct the first Pacific 
line across the continent. In the first bill the 
government authorized the issue of a stated 
number of bonds, the expectation being that 
they and the money paid in for stock by 
private capital would suffice for the building 
of the line. Later it was found or believed 
that the money required could” not be ob- 
tained in this way, for the stock was not sub- 
scribed for, and then, at a cost of about half 
a million dollars used corruptly in Congress, 
as was charged by Washburn of Wisconsin, 
the projectors procured the eof a sup- 
plemental bill by which the government mort- 
gage was made a second lien and authority 
given to mortgage the land grant and rolling 
stock. On this arrangement the raiiroad peo- 
ple obtained money enough on the sale of 
first mortgage bonds and were not obliged to 
pay more than about 2 per cent of the par 
value of the stock, that 2 per cent being ab- 
sorbed by the expenses of preliminary organi- 
zation. The construction companies built the 
roads in a frightfully cheap way. putting in 
wooden culverts and bridges, and increasing 
the mileage by going around hills instead of 
grading through them. The whole thmg did 
not cost more than about as much as was 
realized from me sale of the first mortgage 
bonds, tha remainder was pocketed by the 
syndicate, and the road was practicaily rebuilt 
out of the earnings of the lines. 

When the speculatively inclined railroad 
builders saw how their ‘brethren of the Pacific 
lines had managed things they obtained a new 
idea. They perceived how it, was possible to 
make other people pay them a royal profit. 
To the issue of bends sufficient to obviate the 


necessity of paying for the stock was added. 


the plan of obtaining aid bonds from coun- 
ties and townships. Between the two the peo- 
ple were pretty thoroughly milked, the result 
being that perhaps nine-tenths of the gailroad 
construction of the last quarter of a century 
has been done with the money of other peo- 
ple than those who took the stock. The rule 
is to issue or procure the issue of a lot of 
beautiful chromos which are called bonds, 
pay most of them over to the men who build 
the road, and hold the rest and the stock as » 
“sweetener” for the fellows who have ar- 
ranged the deal. As a general thing more 
bonds have been sold than were necessary to 
pay all the costs of construction, three or 
four sets being sold when two or three would 
have been sufficient, and some of them are 
known to have sold as low as an average of 
70 cents on the dollar, for which it now is de- 
sired to obtain interest in full. 

There is perhaps a total of as much as two 
billion dollars of railroad stocks for which 
little or nothing was paid by the firat holders, 
and on ull this the managers want to see div- 
idends paid. There are bonds for a big ag- 
gregate that were bought at a great discount 
on which it is hoped to obtain the interest as 
if they had been purchased at their face value. 
Furthermore, it should be remembered that 
most if not all the lines the stocks and bonds 


of which were paid for in full are dividend 


payers. They are getting a fair réturn on 
the investment. So are most of the other 
lines earning a fair return on the amounts 
actually invested. The trouble is that the 
grabbers want them to pay an income on 
mere water. 

That is why they want to pool. That is the 
reason for their demand to be permitted to 


“regulate” their charges to suit themselves. 


If they bad the power to do that they would 
add 100 millions a year to the carrying 
charges paid by the people, simply that 
they might pay about 5 per cent 
dividends on their bogus stock, Then 
they would slap on a lot more to pay 
interest on first mortgage bonds, second 
mortgage bonds, third and fourth mortgage 
bonds, and income bonds. By these 
means they would make the people pay at 
least 200 millions per annum over and above 
what they now pay for transportation serv- 
ice, and the service itself would be poorer 
than now. For the competition bemg wiped 
out, under this pooling bill which Cullom 
seoms to be in favor of, there would not be 
anything to protect the people from the 
rapacity and supercilious injustice of the rail- 
roads. The public interests all over the 
country would be treated as pitilessly us 
were those of the people on the Pacific slope 


in the palmiest days of the Central Pavific 


management, when the rule was to make 
the traffic pay all it will bear.“ 

The people would not long submit to such 
extortion without a general and loud protest. 
Then some of the demagogues who always 
crop up in seasons of discontent would head 
a plunge into the bottomless pit of discussion 
favoring a buying up of the railroads by the 
General Government. This would be as bad 
as the jump from the frying pan into the fire, 
because the railroad mem would want to have 
all their stocks and bonds bought at face 
value. The stocks could not be bought for 
less than the highest amount of the war debt, 
and the bonds would be held at par, with a 
refusal to sell at a mill less.

new Reichstag building, begun ten years ago 
and costing $40, 000,000, was dedicated. 
Upon this occasion the young Emperor grand- 
iloquently sald : 

Let thé re remain a monument to the 
great times in which the empire arose—an ex- 
hortation to coming generations to preserve with 
inviolable loyal what the their forefathers secured 
with their bl May God grant this. 

The opening day’s session’ in some of ite 
features hardly was in harmony with the Em- 
peror’s ideas of loyalty, for when the retiring 
President cl ' his speech by calling for 
three cheers for the Emperor, six of the 
Socialist mempbers kept their seats and reso- 
lutely refused a single hoch for ‘his 
Majesty, although their fellow members 
taunted them with shouts of derision and even 
menaced them with violence. Singer, one of 
the Socialists, defended their action and man- 
aged to say amid the most vehement protests: 

We will never be compelled to cheer for one 
who recently teld the recruits who were 
the service oath that should ‘circumstances arise 
they would be ordered, against the will of the 
people, to shoot their own brothers, fathers, and 
mothers; for the one whois now introducing an 
anti-revolutionary bill, which is directed against 

cheer him would be irreconcilable with 
our honor and dignity. 

The reasons set forth in theeabove extract 
are not the only. ones for the antagonistic 
position of the Socialist. The speech from 
the throne was aimed directiy at them. The 
Emperot-declared it to be the duty of the 
Reichstag to protect the weaker classes and to 
assist them in obtaining higher economic and 
moral development. Further, as the strug- 
gie for existence grows more serious, this duty 
becomes more imperative, and it will be the 
duty of the government to promote feelings 
of content among the people by mitigating 
econowic and social differences.“ 

Had the Emperor stopped with this an- 
nouncement the outlook would have been 
more cheerful, but. immediately following this 
beneficent expression came the significant an- 
nouncement that he would not only increase 
taxation, but would demand the passage of 
more stringent legislation to suppress the 
pernicious conduct of those who attempt to 
disturb the executive power in the fulfillment 
of its duty, and to carry out this policy he 
should ask for such amendments to the exist- 
ing laws as shall extend penal provisions so 
as to secure public order.” There its no mis 
taking the meaning of this declaration. It de- 
clares war against socialism with the help of 
the new Chancellor, who was called into power 
for that purpose. It is to be a war not only 
with socialism in thé abstract. with socialism 
in the church, and with socialism as an eco- 
nomic fact, but with socialism as it has recent- 
ly revealed itself in the army, the garrisons, 
the military schools, and the universities. 
From present appearances the Emperor will 
have his hands full and, pending this struggle 
at home, there need be no apprehension that 
the relations of Germany with outside powers 
will not be peaceful, 


Tus Central Church, which, since Prof. 
Swing’s death has been drifting along with 
** supplies,”’ has at last put itself on a seem- 


ingly permanent basis by calling the Rev. 


Dr. N. D. Hillis, pastor of the First Presby- 
terian Church in Evanston, to fili the vacaut 
pulpit and continue Prof. Swing’s successful 
work. The call has been accepted by Dr. 
Hillis, provided his church does not place in- 
superabie obstacles in his way. It will not be 
an easy matter to fill Prof. Swing’s place, and 
yet Dr. Hillis possesses the qualifications for 
the task. He is young, comes from the same 
denomination which Prof. Swing left, has 
been eminently successful ooth in Peoria and 
in Evanston in church upbuilding, and wa 
man of broad and liberal views, as was shown 
at the last meeting of the General Assembly, 
when he championed the cause of the mi- 
nority in its denial of the right of the major- 
ity to dominate absolutely the theological 
seminaries. The Centrai Church will have 
the serviceg of a young, active, eloquent, aud 
liberal leader, under whose min'‘strations it 
will have the same large measure of prosperi- 
ty which has followed Dr. Hillis’ labors in 
other places. His policy is best stated in his 
own words: 

I shall not endeavor—provided I go to the 
church—to lead the Central Church toward Pre+ 
byterianism. The congrégation is composed of 
Baptists, Methodists, Jews, 8 and 
representatives of all sects, so that orthodoxy 
has no basis there. I shall try to keep my work 
along the lines of extending the organization's 
influence as a Christian church. Character con- 
struction, the betterment of humanity, and the 
dissemination of all good principles of religion 
are the chief things an institution like the Cen- 
tral Chureh ought to consider. 

The above is the right kind of doctrine for 


a successor to Prof. Swing. 


Forzran dispatches bring the news of the 
death of Count Ferdinand de Lesseps, the 
eminent French engineer. The deceased was 
born at Vertailles in 1805 and spent his 
earlier years in the French diplomatic service, 
in which he negotiated a postal treaty with 
Spain and also mediated with the Roman Re- 
public after the French expedition to restore 
the Pope, though his too favorable terms 
with that republic led to his recall. In 1854 
he first @onceived the great project of the 
Suez Canal, and after negotiations with the 
Khedive of Egypt obtained the desired con- 
cessions. The canal was completed in 1869 
and formally opened that year. His success 
gave him a world- wide fame and extraordinary 
honors at home, In 1879 he began work 
upon.the Panama Canai. Its disastrous fail- 
ure is now a matter of history, but worse re- 
mained behind. Disgraceful scandals were 
revealed that implicated the projectors and 
De Lesseps’ name Was also badly smirched. 
The heavy losses of the French people who 
had invested their savings in the work and 
the dishonor reflected upon his own name in 
his old age crushed him and ultimately re- 
sulted in his death. The Suez Canal will al- 
ways remain a monument of his engineering 
ekill, but the ill-fated Panama Canal will 
equally remain asa reminder of a distinguished 
career clouded with personal dishopor and 
culpabie criminality.

The measure if enacted into law will provide a 
general law applicable to Indian lands that can 
be used as fast as the Indian title is extinguished, 
instead of the slow and unsatisfactory practice 
which prevails of enacting special legislation for 
each reservation. It would furnish a uniform 
law for all reservations and at the same time pro- 
serve all the essential principles of the home- 
stead law and ina great measure prevent the 
scandalous frauds that have characterized other 
openings under the racing plan. 

As the provisions of this bill will apply to 
571,013,595 acres of land, exclusive of that 
in Ohio, Indiana, and Illinois, over 369 mill- 
ions acres in Alaska, and 19,879,573 in the 
Indian Territory, it becomes one of the most 
important measures of legislation that have 
ever been offered as affecting the public 
lands. It should be promptly and favorably 
acted upon. It is infinitely superior to the 
old plan of buying and surveying, and then 
opening the lands to a rush. When the In- 
dians are ready to sell, the lands should be 
surveyed and then put up for sale at a good 
price. It is much to be preferred that they 
should be sold piecemeal than to be disposed 
of by another Oklahoma grab game. 


Compiaints are made often now of the 
tyrannical and overbearing conduct of rail- 
road managers and employés. It is charged 
that from the highest to the lowest they look 
down upon the men who do business with the 
roads. These complaints are sometimes 
greatly exaggerated and sometimes true: So 
long as competition lasts it does not pay to 
be dictatorial and rude. The man who is ill- 
treated on one line often can take his busi- 
ness to another. But if Cullom's precious 
scheme for the legalizing of pooling were car- 
ried out then competition would end, and 
there would be no restraint whatever on the 
roads.

The people would have to pay what 
they were asked, and they would be equally 
poorly served whichever road they went to. 
Kill competiuon, and the railroads would be 
the worst tyrants ever known.
